Any. business place, whether it -be 


a roadhouse or 
a restaurant, that 


permits dancing would be required 
to maintain a paid dance inspector 
at -every dance. 


All roadhouses, dance 
halls and 


other'places-covered- -in-the ordi- 
nance would be- forced to close their 
doors at 12:30 and remain closed' un- 
til 6 A. M. 


This ordinance was proposed by 


the resolutions committee to -which 
was referred the report of Sheriff 
John Lappen yesterday in which he 
recommended' a complete revision of 
the sheriff's department. The com- 
mittee's report referred only to this 
one item in the sheriffs recommen- 
dation.

LARGE PLANE 
THOUGHT LOST 
IN MOUNTAINS 


Californians Hunting Trans- 


port Craft With Three 


Aboard 


Lebec, Calif.—(/P)—A party of foot 


searchers who had spent the night 
combing the 
Tehachapi mountains 


for a missing P. A. T. air mail plane 
and the three persons 
it carried 


walked into Lebec today and reveal- 
ed they had seen what they believed 
was a camp fire about four miles 
west of Frazier mountain, where the 
craft may have landed. 


Burbank, Calif.—CXP)— Two score 


of searchers, traveling by air, on 
horseback 
and afoot, scanned tl.e 


frozen fogr-blanketed Tehashapi 
mountains today for a missing- Paci- 
fic air transport mail plane and the 
three persons who rode the Port- 
land-bound ship out of Burbank early 
yesterday. 


A faint glimmer of light, sighted 


late last night by an airplane pilot 
as he circled Mt. Frazier, eight miles 
south of Gorman, kindled the search- 
ers' hope as they fought against 
time and the knowledge the woman 
passenger, the pilot and mechanic of 
the plane, if alive, almost certainly 
would he suffering from the intense 
cold in, the 8,000 foot mountains at 
this ''season. 


The light, first seen byJE. L. Rem- 


lin, P. A. T.-pilot, and later by Grant 
Donaldson,' of the same company, 
prompted'search leaders at Lebec to 
rush out a party on horseback. Thir- 
teen miles of riding over tortuous 
mountain country lay ahead of them. 


Miss Jean D. Markow of Los An- 


geles and San Diego, was the pas- 
senger aboard the plane. F. A. Don- 
aldson of ,Los Angeles, was the pilot, 
and George Rogers, the mechanic. 
The plane last reported its position 
by radio at 2:07 a. in., Tuesday, be- 
tween Bakersfield, the next stop, and 
Lebec. "Still over fog, 9,000 feet," 
the message read. Previously radio 
messages told of difficulties 
-with 


fog, 
snow and wind and said Donald- 


son was considering returning to 
Burbank. 


The first clew was the discovery 


of a parachute flare by one of the 
planes covering the mountain dis- 
trict. The flare, 
on the slopes of 


Liebre mountain, was taken by some 
as an indication that Donaldson had 
sought to pick out a landing spot. 


In the ranks of the searchers were 


many noted fliers. George Rice, 
Western Air Express flier, who found 
the Transcontinental Air Transport 
plane wrecked on Mt, Taylor, N. M., 
Jimmy James, another W. A. E. vet- 
eran, and Roscoe Turner, cross-coun- 
try record-maker, flew search planes.

Issues Orders Suspending 


Schedules for '5 Months 
Pending Inquiry 


Washington —CXP)— A revision of 


coal rates out of Illinois, Indiana and 
Kentucky territory to the northwest, 
which,,railroads undertook to make 
'effective Nov. 20, was prevented to- 
day by -the Interstate Commerce 
commission. 


Two orders suspending the sche- 


dules for five months were issued. 
The commission instituted an inves- 
tigation to determine the justice of 
the alterations. 


Illustrating1 the effect of the sus- 


pended schedules, the commission 
said reductions would have been oc- 
casioned from the three producing 
states on traffic to Wisconsin. 


To Beloit, "Wis., from Herrin, HI., 


the new schedules of $2.40 per ton 
would have compared with present 
rates of ?2.75; to Fond du Lac from 
the same origin point the new sche- 
dules would have fixed a price' of 
?2.95 against a prevailing1 rate of 
53.25. 


To South Dakota and intermediate 


territory in Minnesota and North 
Dakota, from the mining zone, the 
new schedules would have generally 
brought about increases. 


The present charge of $4.31 from 


Herrin to Huron, S. D.F would have 
become $4.74; while to "Watertown 
the new schedule would have made 
the charge §4.32 against an existing 
charge of 53.33. This was representa- 
tive of the general effect of the re- 
visions.

Oklahoma City—OP)—Striking- dur- 


ing: a heavy rain, 
a tornado t 'day 


killed at least 23 persons and in- 
jured 100 others in and near tho lit- 
tle, town of Bethany, seven miles 
west of here. 


Tlie liownpour of rain continued 


several hours after 
tho 
tornado 


twisted past, handicapping: the ef- 
forts of relief workers. Over a foot 
of water stood in the town, in which 
100 buildings were destroyed. 


Before the wind st'-u-'. Bethany, 


it demolished a school house at Cam- 
el, a short distance away, killing two 
pupils and injuring the teacher and 
other children in the building. 


Tho wind virtually Destroyed the 


eastern section of Bethany. A survey 
trom the air showr-,1 the damage \\as 
limited to the vicinity of the town. 


John Hutchinsou, who 
brought 


several of the injured to Oklahoma 
City, said at least 100 buildings had 
been destroyed in and near Beth- 
any. A steady rain fell as rescue 
btjuads worked 'in the storm. 


The entire eastern half of Beth- 


any was razed by tho wind, Hutch- 
inson said. He believed many per- 
sons had been burled in the wreck- 
age as roofs and sides of houses 
collapsed. 


More than a foot of water was 


standing in the stricken town.

Orio L. Phillips, chair- 
man of a sub-committee which count- 
ed tho votes, however, the question 
whether any definite steps will be 
taken toward urging repeal, probably 
will not be determined, until the next 
annual meeting. This will be held 
hi Atlantic City next September.

recommended that the county board

He pointed out that there now are 


more than 70 schools, or about half 
ot those under 
his supervision, 


which are enrolled in the 
music 


system. The system was devised by 
Mr. Meating and Dr. Earl Baker, 
head of the public school music de- 
partment at Lawrence college. It is 
now in its ttiird year in Outagamie- 
co and has 
proven 
so successful 


"that more than a score of other 
counties in the state have adopted 
similar plans. 


It is the first attempt in the Unit- 


ed States to provide a supervised 
music program for rural schools. 
Under the plan a trained supervisor 
has charge of a district and visits 
each school once a week. She pre- 
sents a new lesson which 
is re- 


hearsed during the week with the 
regular teacher as leader. Special 
music training is provided at 
the 


Outagamie Rural Normal school at 
Kaukauna to equip the teachers to 
iandle the music program. Outa- 
gamie-co now has three 
supervis- 


ors. 


JThe system is administered on a 


cost basis. 
Each school pays its 


share of the supervisor's salary. The 
cost to each school is $80 a year. 


Mr. Meating pointed to the need 


to inake the system uniform.

said It is difficult to get each dis-

adoption, of the 


program and to collect the money 
to pay the supervisors. 


_The matter would be greatly sim-

Raney Outlines History 


Of City To Rotary Club 


Making dates glow with, a robust- 


ness that brought up vivid pictures 
of Indian settlements, fur traders, 
and missionary journeys. Dr. W. F. 
Raney of the history department of 
Lawrence college, and an authority 
on early Wisconsin history, told the 
story of Appleton up to 1850 at the 
meeting- of Rotary club at 
Hotel 


Northern Tuesday noon. Dr. Raney 
has been asked to continue his talk 
at a future meeting of the club. 


Fox River valley through the sov- 
ereignties of the Indians, the French, 
British, and the "United States, and 
through its development from fur 
trading to farming to lumbering and 
finally to manufacturing, the speak- 
er sped through an array of dates 
and periods that would chagrin a 
Railroad Jack." 


He told how 
Champlain, 
who 


founded Quebec and discovered at 
least two -of the lakes during his 
governorship from 1'608 to 1635, sent 
men westward, how Nicolet travelled 
westward into Lake Michigan and 
landed perhaps at Menasha or Red 
Banks in 1634, and took back to 
Quebec the news of the Indians of 
Wisconsin. Fur traders had come to 
Wisconsin 
by 
1660, missionaries 


shortly after, and in 1673 Marquette 
travelled through the valley on his 
way to the Mississippi. Although La 
Salle never travelled up the Fox, 
Louis Hennepin, who separated from 
LaSalle's party, felt his way along 
the 
Wisconsin and Fox rivers in 


1681, the first man to travel through 
Wisconsin from west to east. Later 
this route was much travelled by 
traders and missionaries. From, 1650 
to 16SO many Indian tribes moved 
from 
Michigan to Wisconsin, the 


Fox or Outagamie tribe settling first 
around New London, ar.d then by 
Little Lake Butte des Morts. 


PUSHED FUR COLLECTING 
Fur collecting was the main busi- 


ness during the French period, and 
no one knows exactly when settle- 
ment of cities was started. However, 
the names of some of the earliest 
families settling in Green Bay and 
Appleton are 
historical fact. 
The 


Langlade and Grignon families were 
among the earliest settlers of Green 
Bay. The oldest of six, sons .of the 
Langlade-Grignon union settled near 
Kaukauna, and the youngest, Hippo- 
lyte, later shortened to Paul, was 
Appleton's first settler, establishing 
his home somewhere below Alicia 
park in 1835. He died in 1860. 


Another early Green Bay settler 


was John iJawe, who located there 
in 1736. His son, George Law.e, came 
to Kaukauna in 1839. 


The speaker told how the British 


conquered 
the French in the St. 


Lawrence valley in 1763,_ the .end of 
the French and Indian war,^a,nd how 
the last French flag in the Missis- 
sippi valley 
was hauled 
down in 


1765. 
The English dominance of the 


fur trade in this section continued 
even beyond American, independence, 
as a matter of fact until the war of 
1S13, after which the Americans took 
control of the fur trade. 


In 1844 the fur trade ceased to be 


profitable and farming became the 
chief economic interest in Wisconsin. 
At this time Anglo Saxons from the 
east were pioneering westward, and 
the French Canadians in Wisconsin 
and Michigan, who formerly lived on 
fur trading, took tip farming. In IS 3 2 
there existed many farms between 
Green Bay and DePere. 


SETTLED WITH INDIANS 


Wrightstown was settled by a man 


named Hoel- Wright in 1832, Kau- 
kauna township vcas organized in, 
1S42, 
Oshkosh was settled in 1840, 


Neenah in 1S42, but until 1845 there 


were no settlers in Appleton save 
the few fur traders. 


Dr. Raney 
explained the steps 


necessary prior to the legal inhabita- 
tion of pioneer country by the 
whites: treaties with the Indians, the 
surveying of the land, and the ob- 
taing of title from the United States. 
A succession of treaties with the In- 
Cuazis j.iOin Io_j 1.0 ISiz was neces- 
sary, he said, and in 1831 the prop-'* 
erty now known as the Fourth ward 
in Appleton was surrendered by the 
Menominee Indians. Other wards Li 
the city became United States prop- 
erty in 1836. In 1834 two land of- 
fices, offering- United States land for 
sale, were opened at Green Bay and 
Mineral Point. Newberry and Hath- 
away purchased most of the Fourth 
Ward property in 1836-37. Between 
1845 and 1830 all Appleton property 
north of the river was taken up by 
settlers or speculators. A large tract 
of land south of Pierce gark was se- 
cured by Hippolyte, or Paul, Grignon, 
and other properties were held by 
Lawe, 
Meade, Crafts 
and 
some 


others. 


The speaker then swept into the 


fascinating story of the purchase of 
the college property. He told how 
Eleazer Williams, pretender to the 
French throne, acquired the land be- 
tween DePere and Wrightstown, tow- 
he sold it to Amos Lawrence, who 
after augmenting his possession with 
other tracts of land, gave it to his 
son, Amos Adams Lawrence, 
the 


father of Lawrence college. 


SELECTED NEW SITE 


Deciding to build a school for In- 


dian children, and the children of 
the Anglo-Saxon, settlers, Amos A. 
Lawrence sent Reeder Smith 
out 


here as his agent. The latter con- 
vinced his employer to locate the 
school at Grand Chute, now Apple- 
ton, rather than on the- tract of land 
near Wrightstown. 
• Amos A. Lawrence had secured 149 
acres of land from John F. Meade 
118 by purchase and 31 as a_ 
to Lawrence Institute. The whole.^ 
transfer was made by one deed, and 
a condition was' made and recorded 
as applying to the whole 14_9 acres. 
The condition stated that if the land 
ceased to be the location of the In- 
stitute, it should revert to Meade or 
his heirs on repayment of the pur- 
chase money. 


The first college building- was on 


the Meade land, w.here_ the Conserva- 
tory now stands, but when the build- 
ing burned in 1857 there was no 
longer any college building on any 
land received from Meade. The block 
where the building had been wad 
platted and sold in lots. In. 1865 the 
Meade heirs sought to regain the 
whole property. Their suit" went to 
the 
United States Spreme court. 


Which ruled against the Meade in- 
terests. 


Dr. Raney concluded his speech 


with brief glances into the history 
that gave Appleton the names of 
some of its streets—Lawe, Raakin, 
Mary, John and Catherine, all being- 
names of some member of the Lawe 
family.

SON OF WEALTHY PARENTS 
Arthur "Woods himself never • has 


fcnown the pinch of poverty. Born 
59 years ago, in Boston, he was the 
son of Joseph W. Woods, a pioneer 
in the cotton goods industry. During 
his years at' Harvard, from which 
'he graduated in 1892, he was a lead- 
er in welfare work for boys. And 
after a year at the University of 


" Berlin he became a teacher of-Eng- 
lish and English- literature at ex- 
clusive Groton School, at Groton, 
Mass. There he remained for ten 
years, during which, time his Boston 
home was a rendezvous for boys 
..from the Boston slums as well as 
- the" Wealthy Groton students. 


But he tired of the restricted life, 


and became a reporter on 'a New 
York newspaper. 
There 
he first 


became interested 
in- police work, 


and wrote special reports for the 
Bureau of Municipal 
Research. 


Then-business interests reg.uir.ed his 
full attention, and he. divided two 
.years-"between a cotton-converting 
concern in Boston and a lumber 
company in Mexico. When William 
toward Taft was Secretary of State, 
Woods accompanied him on a spe- 
cial ..mission to the Philippines. . ' 


Back to New Tork went Woods, 


to take.a flier in politics. He threw 
himself into the mayoralty campaign 
of John. Puroy Mitchel, Republican, 
and played a leading . part in the 
election of his friend. For a short 
time .,he served as ilitchel's .secre- 


- tary;.'then was offered, the- post- of 
Deputy Police Commissioner. Since 
'this-job entailed:the. management of 
the detective bureau, Woods begged 
.a. leave 'of absence,, went to .Europe 
. at his own expense, and studied the 
methods .of Scotland Yard and the 
Belgian police. 


A. few .months later he reported 


for duty. So thoroughly had 
he 


prepared! for the job that he soon 
was elevated to command of the en- 
tire force. His 45-month regime as 
commissioner still is held up as a 
standard for. comparison for every 
one.of his successors. 


No sooner had he taken, office, 


in 1914, than, he was .confronted by 
. the unemployment crisis; of early 
. wartime days. Taking . the 
view 


that relief -would prevent crime, he 
started a welfare "bureau,..a relief 
fund, and used the entire force as 
an, emergency charity .-organization. 


LIVED ON QUARTER A DAY 
"Woods took the polic^ department 


out',of politics, cut all the red tape 
of formality in his relations with 
the- men of the force, fought and 
won a battle against discrimination 
in the cases of negro policemen, and 
found jobs . for. released prisoners. 
When he wanted to.test his theory 


that a person could sustain 
life 


comfortably on 25 cents a day, he 
chose several rookie cops for a "diet 
seiuad," joined it himself, and lived 
ior several weeks on a quarter & 
day, despite the jibes and tempting 
offers of friends at his exclusive 
clubs. 


Having been a schoolmaster, it 


seemed natural enough that he 
should start a police college. The 
curriculum included everything from 
jiu-jitsu to good manners. Woods 
encouraged sports. He was a boxer 
himself, and had coached the base- 
ball teams at Groton school. 


At 45, while- Woods was police 


commissioner, he married Miss Hel- 
en Morgan" Hamilton, 
20-year-old 


society beauty, granddaughter of the 
late J. P. Morgan and thrice great 
granddaughter of Alexander Ham- 
ilton. Grizzled police inspectors and 
not a few lower-ranking 
members 


were guests, along with some 800 
social registries, at the biggest wed- 
ding of .the year. The "Woods'now 
have three sons. 


Old-timers on the force remember 


when a niece of Colonel Woods tore 
up a summons served because her 
dog had run unleashed. "Yes," he 
said when the incident was reported, 
"I do have a niece by that name. 
But Tin .not related to her 
dog. 


Make out another summons 
and 


serve it." She paid a fine. 


They say, too, that Colonel Woods 


was ."plenty tough" when the oc- 
casion demanded. When a would-be 
assassin fired in Mayor Mitchel's 
automobile and wounded one of his 
companions, Woods leaped on the 
man, overpowered and 
disarmed 


him before any of the startled by- 
standers could act. 


WAS OFFICER IN WAR

brought Woods a commission as 


Lieutenant Colonel, first as direc- 
tor of propaganda, later as chief

The.ordinance adopted-by the city 


council more than two years ago re- 
quiring monthly publication of the 


- record of milk'tests made by the city 


health department appears to be a 
dead letter. Exercising a power of dis- 
cretion not conferred upon it by the 
council, the'health department has 
deemed it-'"inadvisable" to keep the 
public informed as >to the condition of 
milk offered it.for consumption. 


The ordinance .regulating the sale 


of milk and cream'here was adopted 
after .weeks oi •intensive, study during 
•which'- the-milk ordinances, of many 
cities ivereirT.eviewed. The ordinance, 
as finally" Adopted, specified "the "maxi- 
mum, bacteria; count permitted in milk 
offerecl, here- and also fixe'd a minimum 


: cream content • and instructed the 


healtfrirdep'artnient'to. make frequent 
"tests to "make sure; that these standards 


of quality Hvere.'adhered ,to. The final 
precaution^ was the. instruction to pub- 
lish the result ^of these .tests so that, 
consumers-*inight know the" -'quality of 
milk they were purchasing and \guide 
themselves- accordingly.

-After adoption of the ordinance the 


council did sanction a few months 
"period, of grace" in which publication 
of r the tests might be withheld while 
producers and distributors "of milk 
were accustoming themselves to the 
regulations imposed by the ordinance. 
This period of grace expired before the 
end of 1928, but since that time there 
has been no publication, despite the 
clear language of the ordinance. 


If there is any reason for not pub- 


lishing these monthly tests the pub- 
lic:has not been taken into the .confi- 
de;nce of the- board of health. If all of 
the producers and distributors of milk 
are complying with the ordinance none 
of'them have any reason for objecting 
to the publication. If some of. the pro- 
ducers are not complying with the law, 
the public has a right to know. 
The 


mere statement that milk producers 
are complying with the state code, 
which does not necessarily mean that 
they are meeting the requirements of 
the city ordinance, hardly is a satis- 
factory explanation of the failure 
to 


abide by the law. Whether the tests 
might be misconstrued by the public 
if the results were published can be 
determined only by giving the ordi- 
nance a trial. 


So far as the public is aware the 


board of health was not given the 
power to determine whether the milk 
tests should be published and until 
such'" power is delegated the people 
should have the benefit of the infor- 
mation in the possession of the health 
department.

OUR KNOTTIEST PROBLEM 
When Chief Justice- Hughes remark- 


ed in "Washington -recently that the 
greatest difficulty in the 
American 


system of government today is the 
reconciliation of the interests of the 
community with the requirements of 
individual liberty, he touched "on an 
issue that is going to become more and 
.more pressing as the years pass. 


It-is an issue that does, not get a 


great deal'of .public attention, for-it is 


, a.- hard'-thing to "dramatize. It is not 
the sort of thing that an orator can 
,use to arouse an,audience.. " A, writer 
who tackles "it is "apt to turn out some- 
thing pretty" dry. But it lies back of an 
enormous amount of the present un- 
rest, and 'it will generate more in the 
future. 


To be sure, we get it occasionally in 


•connection with.prohibition. But pro- 
hibition, after- all, is only-one phase of 
it.: The field -is 'a'4ot wider than that; 
the problem would be just as acute if 
there were _no prohibition issue at all. 
Generations- ago' 'the requirements of 
iridividuaFliberty counted for nothing, 
except among a: favored few at the 
very. top. A« man had what rights his 
. sovereign-gave-him,-and if he was. wise 
•he' took and 'tried to be satisfied. The 
. state-^-meaning, generally, the king 
-;pr^the;idiminutiy.e but powerful ruling 
'oiigarchy-^was supreme.

"French revolutions, came the. new idea. 
Individual liberty, instead of counting 
for nothing, counted for 
everything. 


This was especially true in' America. 
Some of the early colonists were even 
too jealous of their individual liber- 
ties to submit to. taxation. The looser a 
government was and the less it to.uch- 
ed the life of the average citizen-the 
better everyone liked it. 


But, while this new concept of the 


value of individual liberty was rising,- 
a complicating element was coming 
in—the industrial revolution,, which 
began when the steam engine was. 
made practical and which is still go- 
ing on. It set" up a current- that swept 
directly against' the growth ^of individ- 
ual freedom. For the industrial revo- 
lution, concentrating population in big 
cities, speeding up every aspect of hu- 
man life and bringing every man into 
infinitely closer touch with his neigh- 
bors, made life ever so much more 
complicated than it had been before. 
Individual liberty, growing 
yearly 


more desirable, became yearly harder 
to attain. 


Consider the amount of government- 


al regulation with which "bur lives 
have to be surrounded. It ranges from 
vast contrivances like the League of 
Nations down through government 
supervision of railroad rates''and"elec- 
tric power combines to village laws 
against driving an automobile too 
fast or putting a radio loudspeaker on 
the sidewalk. It includes thousands of 
laws and ordinances. Most of them are 
irksome—but they are absolutely nec- 
essary, although they could not have 
been necessary a century ago. 
So 


there is our problem, as Chief Justice 
Hughes" points out." It is, perhaps, the 
knottiest problem of the day. It will 
not be settled, probably, for another 
century.

On Nov. 19, J.831, James A. Garfield, twentieth 


president of the United States, was born in. a log 
cabin at Hiram, "Ohio! 


•' He was left "fatherless whenftwo years of age 
and " his early; .'schooling' was .frequently inter- 
rupted by periods of 'labor necessary for earn- 
ing the means of-support' and education. He fin- 
ally succeeded in graduating from. Williams col- 
lege with high honors to 1856. -He taught Latin 
and Greek for 'a period, 
studying law in the 


meantime and was^admitted to the bar in 1861.' 


His political career began in 1859 when he was 


elected as a Republican to the state senate. Dur- 
ing'.'the Civil war he rose from colonel to major, 
general through, his heroism in\ battle/ In 1880 
he • was elected "to the U. S-. Senate and in the 
same year was elected president of the United 
States. 


After holding ofice a few months, he -was shot 


by an assassin in a Washington railway station. 
He is buried in Cleveland, where his tomb is 
marked by a memorial erected In 1890 by public 
subscription-at a.cost-of about $225,000. Harry 
A. Garfield, son of the late president - Is presi- 
dent of "Williams college."

ALL THIS ETHYL ON THE AIR 


Tou might_think that the scanning 


—I am frank about it, you see—the 
daily scanning of a few hundred let- 
ters, largely about- -people's 
com- 


plaints, month after month, year af- 
ter year, would 
become a terrible 


bor,e. It doesn't.. Thank heaven, ev- 
ery'little while a* letter bobs up that 
gives the weary scanner enough de- 
light to wipe out the boredom--of. 
the odd business. Here is today's re- 
freshment:

Brady, 
Dear Sir: 


•. I notice in your column frequent 
references to peptic ulcer. I know- 
many people in this vicinity have 
the same complaint. It seems like a 
mild epidemic, and I wonder if it has 
not some basic endemic cause. 


-Having been in the smelting busi- 


ness where not infrequently work- 
men and even executives or clerical 
help are "plumbated" or "leaded," it 
•occurred to me that the endemic 
cause might be Inhalation 
of the 


fumes of "ethyl 
gasoline." 
The 


symptoms are similar. 


Of- course this is a big country 


and there is a-good chance that all 
the lead from this source may be 
.dissipated in the air without doing 
real haroii At the sanae time, accord- 
ing -to the last reports, a billion gal- 
lons of "ethyl gas'.' were-used last 
year. As each gallon contains about 
3 grams (nearly one-half teaspoon- 
ful) of lead figured as metal, that 
means that more than 3,100 tons of 
lead were diffused in the atmosphere 
from this source alone in a year. I 
believe experts say that as little as. 
100 milligrams 
' of lead would be 


enough to poison any- one, if ab- 
sorbed into the body. 
So there is 


enough lead in the atmosphere to 
poison 250 times over, every inhabi- 
tant of the country. 


In view of these facts I would ask 


that you give your opinion in the 
matter. I am not worrying about 
myself, for I live well away from 
the traffic, but I think it may. be- 
come, a matter of public interest.

the quantity of lead in ethyl gaso- 
line is startling to me.

don't ask me to tell you the symp- 
toms, you tell 'em to your doctor 
and don't ever mention them to any- 
body else or lei anybody else supply 
you with 'em. 


Workers exposed to lead have long 


believed the drinking of considerable 
milk every day protected them from 
lead poisoning. It does. 
Milk is a 


high calcium food, and a high celci- 
run (lime)~di«H enables the hociy to 
store the lead in the bones where it 
does little or no harm. Curiously 
enough, milk is a prominent part 
of most diets for peptic ulcer. 


The medical and health authorities 


so far appear to find no evidence of 
any poisoning 
from all this ethyl 


lead in the air. But hitherto our di- 
agnosis of slight chronic lead poison- 
ing has been far from exact, and on- 
ly time will show whether ethyl gas 
is, an unmixed blessing.

Build- 
ings in. the residential districts can 
be only two and one-half stories in 
height; in the local business districts 
the building height Is three stories; 
in the commercial and light manu- 
facturing districts the building can 
go 100 feet skyward 
and in the 


heavy manufacturing districts the 
height is restricted to 75 feet. Dis- 
tances from the lot line to the place 
of erecting the buildings, lot lines,

Third, the only money that can 


be immediately available* which is 
now in the county treasury, is the 
amount of about $150,000, known as 
the courthouse fund. That money 
has been collected during a period of 
years. No suggestion has been .made 
yet to the county board that this 
particular money be considered for 
use as an emergency unemployment 
fund. 


Granting that the labor situation 


Is acute, and that every effort should1 
be made to provide for those that 
need it, District Attorney Keefe said 
the "problem is too big" for the 
board to provide relief that will be 
lasting. At the Best, he declared, the 
county board by any action it may 
take can only scratch the surface. 
To illustrate, he mentioned that a 
county park has been suggested as 
a project to give laborers work.

Madison —(ff)— "While the crops 


of many states were curtailed by 
excessive droughts this year, "Wis- 
consin crops are 1.9 .per cent above 
the 10-year "average, "Walter Ebling, 
statistician for the TT. S. and "Wis- 
consin Departments of Agriculture 
reported today. 


"Wisconsin is the only mid-western 


state with an above average crop 
production this year, , Mr. Ebling 


in the maturing and harvesting- oi 
many Jate crops and the outlook at 
present is better than that of a 
month ago. 


Improvement was shown in corn 


potatoes, cabbage, sugar, beets and 
a. few minor crops following the Sep- 
tember rains. Favorable 
growing 


conditions characterized the season 
•up to mid-October when a week ol 
•unusually 
cold 
weather stopped 


plant growth, and did some damage 
to crops. 
Corn production improved during 


the past month and the average pro- 
duction- is now estimated ,at 
39 


bushels per acre as compared with 
40 last year. The state's total pro 
auction will be more than 61,000,000 
bushels to lead many mid-western 
states. About 55 per cent of the 
corn acreage was used for silage 
this' year, 38 per cent being har- 


• vested for grain and about seven 
., per cent was cut lor green fodder, 


• hogged off or otherwise used. 


An improvement in the potato 


crop was also noted during the past 
month or two. The crop is esti- 


• mated at 18,204,000 -bushels as com- 
' pared with 20,240,000 a year ago and

ITALIAN STATE EMPLOYES 


GIVEN GUTS IN SALARIES 


Rome—(IP)—The - council of min- 


isters, acting on Premier Mussolini's 
recommendation, Tuesday decided 
on a sweeping salary cut of 12 per 
cent for all7 state employes in Italy, 
including themselves. 


This "reduction will become effec- 


tive Dec. 1 and is designed to obviate 
the necessity of increasing taxation. 


The decision came after it had 


been stated that there was a defi- 
cit of about §36,450,000 facing the 
state in .the first four months of the 
budgetary period to--- come. 


This drastic economy move, 
it 


was indicated, would not 
be the 


first and only retrenchment mea- 
sures the Fascist state would adopt. 
The 12 per cent reduction hits the 
army, navy, air force, police, pub- 
lic employes, public school teachers 
and government welfare workers.

"COURAGEOUS TIMIDITY," 
T 


HE more one thinks about golf 
and worries with the problems 
of the game, the more defin- 


itely it must appear that patience is 
the virtue in every respect to be 
most highly 
commended. Some- 


times we call it by other names. 
Sometimes we attribute success to 
hard plugging determination, to in- 
tense concentration, to courage, and 
to steady nerves in a pinch. But al- 
ways we have to admit that it is the 
conservative, person who can keep 
going in an even sort of way, wait- 
ing -until his opportunity arrives, 
who will in the end be judged to 
possess the other qualities we ad- 
mire. 
. I think it was J. H. Taj lor who 
made the statement that all of the 
great golfers he had known had been 
possessed of a quality which he 
chose to call "courageous timidity," 
a most happy phrase; for it express- 
es exactly the qualities which a golf- 
er, expert or not, must have in order 
•to get the most from whatever me- 
chanical ability he may ha\e. Cour- 
ageous to keep trying in the face of 
ill-luck or disappointment, and timid- 
ity to appreciate and appraise the 
dangers of each stroke and to curb 
the desiie to take chances beyond 
a reasonable hope of success. There 
can be no doubt that such a combin- 
ation in itself embraces and makes 
possible all the other 
rahties which 


we acclaim as part of the ideal golf- 
ing temperament for the champion- 
ship contender as well as the average 
golfer. When we have pronounced 
Taylor's phrase wp have said it all- 
NOT MECHANICAL PRECISION 


Golf is not a game of exact me- 


chanical precision. Even the most 
accurate player in his most effective 
form must allow himself a certain 
latitude in 
playing any kind 
of 


stroke. Ho<v much this margin ought 
to be depends, of course, upon the 
skill of the player, and upon how 
likely he is to make an error. What 
would be a risky shot for one might 
be. conservat:ve for another. This 
means that each should know his 
own limitations and not rush in in 
foolish confidence to attempt things 
bf>ond the reach of his actual abil- 
ity. Golf is said to hp a liumblsns 
gAmc, but it is smiirisinsr how many 
lieople are either not aware of then- 
weaknesses or else reckless of con- 
sequences. 


WAITING NECESSARY 


What I particularly commend in 


a golfer is the patient waiting for 
opportunities. When playing either 
match or medal competition I have 
found it always best to be conserva- 
tive. In other words, I never attempt 
to cut a dog-leg hole too close nor 
to play a second shot straight on 
the pin when the hole is cut quite 
close to a guarding bunker. I always 
prefer to give myself as wide a mar. 
gin's as practicable, driving 
safely 


away from trouble, even though it 
makes the second shot longer, and 
playing as close to the hole as I dare 
but always remembering that the im- 
portant thing is to be on the green. 
Once there, I never go too boldly 
to hole a long- putt but try to lay it 
dead, waiting- for a birdie until a 
second shot drops near enough to 
eliminate the danger of taking three 
putts. 


One of the difficult things in the 


game is to maintain this waiting at- 
titude when the start is bad. A few 
strokes or a few holes lost at the 
very beginning often causes a man 
to blow up completely. Feeling the 
loss he is impelled to "try to retrieve 
the strokes or the holes immediately. 
He tries things he can't do, takes 
foolish chances trying to beat par. 
A few of these fail, he finds himself 
going- from bad to worse, soon be- 
comes desperate, and finally goes all 
to piec s. 


Any of us have seen it happen in 


just this way time and time again. 
We have probably realized then the 
mistake the poor victim was making 
but we failued utterly to read the les- 
son to ourselves. Just because three 
holes in a row have been lost it does 
not follow that the' next three must 
be won. Rather stop the trde and 
hang- on by consistent sane play, 
picking back a hole here and a hole 
there as your opponent slips or when 
a favorable break turns your ball 
up within holing distance. A good 
steady pressure kept on an opponent 
will win back holes quickly enough 
when they start to come. 


A player of any class must real- 


ize that some mistakes must be 
made. He must not permit them to 
disturb his balance. A bad start 
may be discouraging but it should 
be rememered that extra strokes are 
no worse OP the first hol« than on 
the last. I always like to hear a fel- 
low say. "Well, I'm glad that's done 
and ehirul me."

The time is now at hand when 


farm women who are interested in 
making some pin money by raising 
turkeys or geese next summer, should 
visit flocks that have been raised 
the past year and to make inquiries 
about the methods. 


Either turkeys or geese can be rais- 


ed successfully with a very inexpen- 
sive equipment and the cost of rear- 
ing either kind of birds is no great- 
er than th.it of raising chickens, but

IN CICERO TOWN 


Tests Revea! Sufficient Sup- 


ply of Lime and Phos- 
phate 


BY W. F. WINSEY 


Black Creek — The fact that the 


first 14 samples of soil taken from 
.farms in the town of Cicero, and 
tested by C. J. Chapman, soils* ex- 
•pert of the College of Agriculture, 
Tuesday, showed a sufficient supply 
of lime and a considerable supply of 
phosphate, speaks well for the farms 
and the kind of farming done there. 
The use of commercial fertilizers on. 


manure explains the supply of 


'phosphate^ and the absence of hills 
and sharp slopes explains the pres- 
ence of the adequate supply of lime 
still in the soil. The original sup- 
ply of lime in the soil is usually de- 
pleted by plants, and washing down 
slopes, according to Chapman. Large 
acreages of alfalfa, and sweet clover 
and red clover raised on the farms 
of Charles "Wussow, August Grun- 
waldt and Hein and Koch 
from 


whose farms the samples were tak- 
en, accounts for suppphes of nitro- 
gen. 


The soil 
testing 
demonstration 


was conducted by Chapman in the 
Jhall of the town of Cicero and is one 
of a series planned by County Agent 
Gus Sell for the farmers of Outa- 
gamie-co, this "week.

ing and often costly mistakes. When 
lie sees his soil tested he knows and 
can make no mistakes in purchas-. 
ing fertilizers, in selecting the field 
for a coat of manure, nor in crop 
rotation. These facts were empha- 
sized in the Cicero soil testing dem- 
>nstration. 


locating the farm and the field

Collected and in determining 
the 


kinds of soil on the farm, Chapman 
used the map of the soil survey of 
Outagamie-co. 
"With this prepara- 


tion he tested the soils and talked 
and explained as he did the testing.
